A phoney Catholic priest plants a 
necklace on Marie, thereby making her 
the object of a grand chase. The priest’s 
praying and “Bless you my sons” are the 
object of several jokes, and it is 
refreshing to see Mormon artists who 
aren’t afraid to use religious humor. 

Seeking the necklace are at least two 
sets of bumbling thieves, and one 
mysterious woman with whom Donny is 
enamored. Marie calls her “Grandma 
Moses,”’ referring to her apparent 
maturity in comparison with Donny. 
The main questions of the film become: 
who is Grandma Moses and why is that 
ugly necklace so important? This 
mystery abolishes most of the audience’s 
desire to leave the theater before the film 
is over. 

As always, the Osmond duo’s 
dialogue is spent mainly in casting sibl- 
ing barbs at each other. And as always, 
Marie’s sarcasm doesn’t work; she is 
forever sweetly apologizing after making 
an otherwise witty remark. 


onny, on the other hand, 
does a fairly decent job of 
acting, having the time of his 
life with hordes of beautiful 
women mobbing him. However, his 
loser-in-love image must be maintained, 
and so he keeps striking out with his 
chosen one, Grandma Moses, who is a 


rather washed-out blonde with lots of © 


teeth (to match Donny’s?). 


In the end, we discover that the 
necklace is really a map showing where a 
sunken submarine lies hidden with tons 
of gold bars inside it, and Grandma 
Moses actually belongs to the navy 
which is trying to recover the necklace 
and hence the sub. To Donny’s chagrin, 
she is married. But, to end on a cheerful 
note, Donny’s real-life wife puts in a 


short appearance at the end as Donny — 


tries one more time to make a good im- 
pression. 

For the most part, the plot has some 
creative twists to it that show real poten- 
tial. And occasionally, someone will 
come up with a genuinely funny line. But 
much of the comedy starts out with a 
bang, then leaves you hanging, while 
some of the stunts are utterly farcical 
(three gorgeous cars completely 
destroyed within a four-minute scene?). 
It makes you wonder which parts were 
written by William Daniels and which 
by co-writer Raymond Harvey. One of 
them has got to go. 

Splotchy film-editing added to the 


general choppiness of the movie. Once a 
scene was halted in mid-sentence and. 


poor Sid, the Osmond’s manager 
(played by Herbert Edelman), was heard 
finishing a line with a closed mouth. 


Photography was average, but nothing 
special. 

Wicked Professor Kruse is outrageous 
to the point of being ridiculous: he has 
ringlets in his hair and mustache, which 
are so stiff they would make for a won- 
derful VOS hair spray commercial. His 
colleague, Mr. Wong, is a fat Oriental 
with no facial expressions in his reper- 
toire. 

The show is stuffed with the expected

musical numbers, which are up to the 
Osmond’s professional level, but which 
make no meaningful contribution other 
than exhibiting the young stars’ already- 
obvious talents. A particularly strenuous 
Hawaiian dance at the end deserves 
mention. 


Ithough ridden with faults, 

“Coconuts”. succeeds in be- 

ing exactly what it claims to 

be: a purely entertaining and 
un film that shows a lot of promise. If 
you are not particularly critical when it 
comes to movies, you would probably 
enjoy the show. At any rate, it’s at least 
as good-as the recent films Walt Disney 
Productions has been coming up with, 
which isn’t saying much, but is still a 
compliment for a beginning company 
from the forsaken Utah wilds.

We go to the grocery store and. buy everything neatly 
packaged, but do we appreciate or even know where 
our meat comes from? 

As he was talking, a sheep was brought up. Its throat 
was slit. We watched, fascinated, as warm, bright blood 
drained out into a hole that had been dug in the 
ground. Some of the girls began to cry. The head was 
taken off and the body was strung up to be butchered. 

The sterile glass meat counter in the grocery table, 
the juicy meat on the dinner table seemed removed 
from this stark moment between life and death. That 
evening we ate mutton for dinner and I realized what 
the blessing of food really means. 

The last highlight of the trek was rapelling. I had 
been excited to try rappelling and was looking forward 
to it — until I saw a demonstration of it that morning. I 
was in the first group to hike up the mountain to the 
rappelling spot. 


*m not afraid of heights, but the climb to the top 

was terrifying. We had to use ropes to hoist our- 

selves up a steep incline. As I looked: down the 

mountainside, fear gripped me; all my trust was 
put in those who were holding the ropes secure. I men- 
tally got hold of myself as I climbed the edge to the top 
to get prepared to rapel. I contemplated backing out, 
but the climb back down the ropes was more petrifying 
than the thought of rappelling. 

The strappings were wrapped around my body and I 
waited for my turn to go down. As the clamp was 
hooked on to me, I took a deep breath, closed my eyes 
and took that first step down the mountainside. - 

The rest was easy. Rappelling turned out to be more 
fun than dangerous. I hopped and jumped out from the 
mountain and I was ready to go again when I reached 
the ground. But, most of all, I was elated that I had 
done something that had at first seemed impossible. 
The experience built my confidence. It taught me I was 
capable of doing much more than I thought I could do. 


he last culminating event of the trek was the 

solo experience on Sunday, Everything that we 

had learned and prepared for was to lead us up 

to the solo. We each took off on our own and 
went up into the mountains to contemplate the past few 
days. 

For six hours we were free to do what we wished. I 
found a sense of peace in losing ‘my concept of time. It 
was rejuvenating to just sit and think. 

I was able to focus on goals I’ve made and get a fresh 
perspective on my life. Through the mini-stress situa- 
tions we had experienced, we were able to break down 
some of the barriers society burdens us with. In the past 
four days I had stripped myself of pride and felt love for 
others I didn’t even know existed within me. I learned 
about trust and sacrifice and selflessness. 

It was an enlightening time, like looking through a 
clear window instead of a distorting mirror. So many 


times we perceive ourselves by what we think others 


think about us. We lose sight of what and who we are. 
As I sat on the ground among the fallen gold leaves, I 
promised myself to never again be a slave to those per- 
ceptions. 


he next day, I was back in my BYU apartment, 
my hair washed and back in place, my make- 
up on, caught up again in the daily pressures 
of student life. The wilderness trek had seemed 
like a high-powered adventure when I started out, full 
of excitement and dangers. But, more than its physical 
challenges, the trek had taught me how to overcome 
mental and emotional challenge. I found that the 


manufactured pressures placed upon me in the. 


wilderness are similar to those I face each day. And, 
recognizing this, I have gained more confidence to 
overcome real-life stresses.

from

When he 
returned from “borrow- 
ing” a card table from the 
dorms, he found the 
house at 720 E. 560 N-.in 
Provo filled with smoke 
and called the Provo fire 
department at 6:05 p.m. 

Meanwhile, 
Debenham’s roommate, 
Nolan Daines, a com- 
puter science major also 
from Spokane smelled 
smoke when he entered 
their basement apartment 
and ran into the kitchen.

Monday Magazine Writer 


wo law students have the same 

LSAT score, the same class 

standing and are members of 

Law Review. They even have 
the same last name ... because they are 
husband and wife. 

Stan Preston is a second-year student 
and his wife, Cheryl, is in her third year 
at BYU’s Law School. 

An increasing number of women, like 
Cheryl, are finding law school can fulfill 


- a need to learn or a need to work. Fifty- 


six of BYU’s 450 law students are 
female. That is a figure which has risen 
from the original six women in the first 
class of 160 and has taken what the 
school’s dean, Rex -B. Lee, calls 
“rigorous recruiting,’ which included 
dispelling the myth that women who 
seek a career in law are “unwoman-like” 
‘and are acting against the doctrine of the 
LDS Church. 

The law school’s recruiting efforts 
have not only increased the enrollment 
figures for women law students, but 
have brought top women scholars whose 
“numerical credentials” have gone up. 

For the last two years, the women en- 
tering BY U’s law school have had, on an 
average, higher grades in their un- 
dergraduate work and higher scores on 
the LSAT than the men, and three 
women have been selected to publish in 
the Law Review. . 

But a stereotype feminist-intellect is 
not to be found among BYU’s women

he Magic of Lassie’ will cer- 

tainly never win an award for 

the year’s most profound film, 

but it will probably continue to 
display the same box-office success it 
started in New York’s Radio City Music 
Hall. 

The plot is predictable. Orphaned boy 
lives with grandpa, sister and Lassie. 
Villains come from city, disrupt country 
peace, steal Lassie. Lassie escapes. Boy 
tuns away.

The film’s strength lies in its visual 
and musical qualities. Michael 
Margulies’ beautiful color photography 
saves all the insipidness, indeed over- 
comes it.

make them look like affable nerds.

But being the intelligent animal 
she is, she succeeds in tricking her new 
owner and escaping over the hedge. Af- 
ter a bumbling helicopter chase, she 
finds herself confronted by the massive 
wilderness of Zion’s Canyon.

way in Mario Puzo’s life from “‘boy, did I have a terri- 
ble” childhood to bestsellerdom and _ life-after- 
Hollywood. It would make an excellent first novel for 
anyone; the only problem is, this is Puzo’s fifth. 
Half the problem lies with his previous novel, The 
Godfather. Even though the “dangerously gifted” Puzo 
(according to Book-of-the-Month-Club) would want it 
otherwise, the comparisons are going to be made. 
Puzo’s reputation as a writer (or storyteller, as he 
prefers) is totally based on one novel. Very few have 


‘bothered reading his previous novels, those ‘‘minor 


classics,” he keeps reminding us. People are reading 
Fools Die for only one reason: they want another 
Godfather. : 

But this novel is not another Godfather. Far from it. 
Everything that made Godfather an American institu- 
tion is missing from Fools Die: the characters are one- 
dimensional and plastic; the settings are by now so 
familiar to us (Hollywood, Las Vegas, New York — we 
were there before in Godfather) that we can no longer 
share Puzo’s enthusiasm for them; and, worst of all, the 
book is a mish-mash montage, not at all cleverly con- 
structed like the predecessor. 

The novel even starts off wrong. Puzo, in-an ob- 
viously contrived attempt at being artsy, begins with a 
suicidal prologue that rambles on for four pages, spew- 
ing forth what he deems as modern-Dostoevski (his 
father figure throughout all his works and Fools Die in 
particular): 

“Listen to me. I will tell you the truth about a man’s 
life. I will tell you the truth about his love for women. 
That he never hates them. Already you think I’m on the 
wrong track. Stay with me. Really — I’m a master of 
magic.” So much for a writer’s ego. It gives one the im-

pression that Puzo really believes this novel is going to 
be a classic in years to come. 


he storyline is simple, once all the subplots 
have been disregarded. John Merlyn (notice 
the cute analogy) is a Willie Loman of sorts, 
having a run of bad luck throughout his life 
(orphan at an early age, gambling not always 
profitable, his first novel bombs, etc.). But then he 
finally writes a great American novel that sells millions 
of copies and lets him do what he has always wanted to 
do: gamble, gamble, gamble, and in between all that,

see his novel butchered in Hollywood (at least Puzo had 
the decency to let the fictional movie bomb, unlike 
Godfather’s enormous success as a film). 

If this story sounds familiar, you’re right. Puzo has 
written all of this down before in The Godfather Papers 
and Other Confessions. The only difference between 
Fools and Papers is that in the latter Puzo made no 
clouded attempt to hide his life. Because of the obvious 
parallels between Merlyn and Puzo, Fools doesn’t even 
make a good roman a clef. When one can figure out 
who’s who as soon as a character is introduced, then 
something’s wrong. In this case, that something is the 
entire book. 

Puzo is mostly to blame. In a much-hyped cover 
story in Time, Puzo listed 10 rules to writing, the first of 
which was, “Never write in first person.” Two-thirds of 
the novel is written in first person, and it’s narcissism 
all the way. 

He is so comfortable with his story that he makes no 
attempt at explaining things more clearly for those of us 
who weren’t there. Much of the novel hinges on a 
knowledge of the rules of baccarat, an elite card game 
found in any Vegas casino. Unfortunately, Puzo 
assumes everyone has played baccarat, which few ac- 
tually have. 

The style of book closely resembles the sporatic ram- 
blings of a senile grandmother. He begins an episode 
with only bits and pieces, and then later on in the book 
— whenever he’s in the mood — he reveals more about 
an episode. This goes on for 500-some pages, and by the 
time he’s through with the story, you’re still wondering, 
“So what happened?” : 

The book rambles on in too many directions. At first 
it is'a novel about gambling. Then about family con- 
flicts. Then it goes to Hollywood and reveals Tin- 
seltown as only Mario Puzo could have. (Again, the 
similarities between Papers and Fools Die are too close 
for comfort.) 

But underneath it all, what Fools Die really is, is one 
writer’s jealousy for another, in this case Mario Puzo 
and Norman Mailer. Why Puzo feels an affinity toward 
Mailer is beyond me — unless it’s the disconcerting 
realization that Mailer didn’t turn out autobiographical 
novels in his hey-day. ‘ 


hy, you may ask, did this book get 

published in the first place? For money, 

what else? The paperback rights went for 

a tecord $2.2 million; it was a Book-of- 

the-Month-Club Selection — all excellent hype for a 

book that would have been rejected had someone else 
less famous written it. 

While it may be true that, yes indeed, fools die, so do 

writers before their time. This man had such promise.

Aggies feed cats 
bitter 24-7 loss

‘The Cougars suffered their first loss at home in two 
years as the Utah State Aggies dealt BYU their second 
defeat this season before a sun-baked Homecoming 
Day crowd. 

The Aggies, now 5-0, rolled up 418 total yards 
against a bewildered Cougar defense en route to a 24-7 
upset. The last Cougar defeat at home was in 1976 
when Wyoming beat BYU 34-29 in another Homecom- 
ing meeting. 

The Aggies opened their lead to 21-0 in the second 
quarter on a !-yard touchdown run by Hipple and a 10- 
yard touchdown toss to tight-end John Thompson. 

Quarterback Marc Wilson failed to move the team 
through most of the first half and with 5:10 remaining 
in the second period, Coach LaVell Edwards replaced 
Wilson with reserve signal-caller Jim McMahon. 

After a poor performance in the first half, BYU came 
to life on the first play of the third period as weak safety 
Ron Velasco recovered a Rick Parros fumble on the 
Aggie 4-yard line. 

The pendulum continued to swing towards BYU as 
the Cougars held the next Aggie series to four plays. 
The Aggies were forced to punt and Mike Chronister 
gave BYU good field position as he returned the punt 
to the USU 45-yard line. 

The pendulum swung back towards the Aggies as 
McMahon was dropped for an eight yard loss on a 
crucial third-and-fourteen situation. : 

The Cougars failed to move the ball in the third quar- 
ter and with ten minutes remaining in the game, 
Edwards re-inserted Wilson with hopes of repeating 
last week’s come-from-behind victory against New 
Mexico. 

“We did the same thing (the attempted comeback) in 
the fourth quarter as we did against the Lobos,” 
Edwards said. “It didn’t work this time.” 

BYU continued to be plagued by poor passing as the 
Cougars were held to 119 aeriel yards. The Cougar 
quarterbacks were 12-for-29 with each throwing an 
interception. 

McMahon led the Cougars in rushing for the second 
time this year. With 71 yards on 13 attempts, the second 
string quarterback averaged 5.4 yards per carry. He was 
followed by fullback Bill Ring who carried for 59 yards 
on nine attempts.
